The new president took the oath of office with a plea for law 
observance, stressing particularly enforcement of the prohibition | 
amendment. 
Facing thousands of his fellow citizens who came to do him 
honor, Mr. Hoover was sworn in by Chief Justice Taft of the U. S. 
supreme court and up to that moment the only living ex-president 
of the United States. 
President Hoover swore to uphold the constitution of the land 
over which his illustrious predecessors— Washington, Jefferson, 
Lincoln and Wilson—have presided, while standing under the 
shadow of the capitol dome. 
Although the elements conspired to give the UOth president 
a dark greeting, the ovation he received from thousands of massed 
citizens standing below him more than compensated for nature’s 
sullen welcome. 


Mr. Hoover began rending the inaugural address at 1:10 p. in. 
The crowd of 115.000 stood while Mr. Hoover took the oath. 
The delay in starting the cerem ony wan caused by the absence of Mrs. 
Coolidge und Mrs, Hoover, who became lost in the crowd en route from the 
cenate cham ber. 
Mr. Hoover snapped his fingers and reached to fumble with 
keys in his pocket, obviously im patient at the delay. 
The two llrst ladies 
received a dem onstration from the crowd when they finally look their seats 
Mrs. Hoover sat beside her husband on one side of the cen ter aisle of the 
platform .

A slight drizzle was falling as Mr. Hoover began to speak.

Under the con­ 
stitu tion when 7 5 per cent of the tru nk roads hav e been perma­ 
nently improv ed the legislatu re can take more miles into the tru nk 
sy stem. Hence the legislatu re inqu iry . 
The v oters took away one-third of the gas tax from the tru nk 
sy stem, and u nless a way is fou nd to increase the fu nds for per­ 
manent improv ement., it will take many y ears before the 7 5 per 
cent mark is reached, 
leading more miles on the tru nk sy stem 
with decreased coin is the limit of absu rdity . Howev er, the legis­ 
latu re will probably find a way to case up the situ ation.

T H IN K HIGHWAY LM I'KO YEM EN TS 


T h e Minnesota legislature wants to know whether 75 per 
cent of the trunk highway system has been permanently improved, 
says the St. Cloud Journal Press. 
There are some 7,OOO miles of 
trunk highways, and 1,022 have been paved, which is the nearest 
approach to permanent improvement. 
The scions should be able 
to figure out whether 1,022 is 75 per cent of 7,000. 
Under the con­ 
stitution when 75 per cent of the trunk roads have been perma­ 
nently improved the legislature can take more miles into the trunk 
system. 
Hence the legislature inquiry. 
The voters took away one-third of the gas tax from tin' trunk 
system, and unless a way is found to increase the funds for per­ 
manent improvement, it will take many years before the 75 per 
cent mark is reached. 
Loading more miles on the trunk system 
with decreased coin is the limit of absurdity. 
However, the legis­ 
lature will probably bud a way to ease up the situation.

A glittering assemblage of about 
four thousand officers and men fol­ 
lowed In the sections of the regular 
urmy, navy, coast guard, national 
guard, naval reserve Had officers’ re­ 
serve corps. 
With Governor Kohler of Wiscon­ 
sin was General Charles King, an 
85-year-old retired army officer and 
fumoua Indian fighter, who has par­ 
ticipated In many inaugural parades. 
Contingents of m ilitary colleges 
and schools preceeded the veterans' 
organizations, which were lent a pic­ 
turesque touch by the presence of 
the blue and gray detachm ents of 
the Grand Army of the Republic. It 
was the first time Confederates ever 
marched In the inauguration of a re­ 
publican president. 
The veterans' and patriotic soci­ 
eties’ organizations all along the line 
of march were the

have had w ars in the western hem­ 
isphere, yet on the whole the record 
is in encouraging contrast w ith that 
of other parts of the world. 
For­ 
tunately the new world is 
largely 
free from the inheritance* of fear 
and distrust which have so troubled 
the old world. 
We should keep it 
so. 
It is impossible, my countrymen, 
to speak of peace without profound 
emotion. 
In thousands of homes in 
America, in millions of homes around 
the world, there are vacant chairs. 
It woald be a shameful confession 
of our unw orthiness if it should "de­ 
velop th a t we have abandoned the 
hope for which all these men died. 
Surely civilization is old 
enough, 
surely mankind is m ature enough so 
that we ought in our own lifetime 
tc find a way to permanent peace. 
Abroad, to west and east, are na­ 
tions whose sons mingled their blood 
with the blood of our sons on the 
battlefields. 
Most of these nations 
have contributed to our race, to our 
culture, 
our 
knowledge 
and 
our 
progress. 
From one of them we de­ 
li re our very language and from 
many of them much of the genius of 
jour institutions. 
Their desire for 
lienee is as deep and sincere as our 
own. 
Peace can be Contributed to by re­ 
spect for our

Peace can be promoted by the limi­ 
tation of arum and by the creation 
of the instrum entalities for peaceful 
settlement of controversies.

lies within its proper powers, giv e 
leadership if» the realisation of these! 
ideal« and to tin- fruition of these! 
aspirations. 
No one can adequately I 
reduee these things of the spirit to j 
phrases or to a catalogue of défini-| 
lions. 
We do know that the attain- : 
meats of these Ideals should be: the 
preserv ation of self-gov ernment and 
it* full foundations in local gov ern­ 
ment; the perfection of Justice whe 
tIt«-1 in economic oi in social fields: 
the m aintenance of ordered liberty; 
the denial of domination 
by 
any 
group or class; and building up and 
preserv ation of equality 
of 
oppor­ 
tunity; the stim ulation of initiativ e 
and indiv iduality; absolute integrity 
iii public affairs; the choice of offi­ 
cial* for fitness to office; the direc­ 
tion of economic 
progress 
toward 
prosperity and the further lessening 
of pov erty; 
the freedom of public 
opinion; the sustaining of education 
and of tlie adv ancement of 
know ­ 
ledge; the growth of religious spirit 
i» nd the tolerance of all faiths; the 
streng then ing of the home; the ad­ 
v ancement of peace. 
There is no short road to the reali­ 
zation of these aspirations. 
Ours is 
a progressiv e people, but with n de­ 
term ination that progress must he 
bused upon the foundation of experi­ 
ence. 
Ill-considered remedies for 
our fault* bring only penalties after 
them.

motion of welfare activities affecting 
education and the home. 
These were the more tangible de­ 
term inations of the elections, 
but 
beyond them was the confidence ami 
belief of the people th a t we would 
not neglect the .support of the em­ 
bedded ideals and 
aspirations 
of 
America. 
These ideals and aspira­ 
tions 
are 
the 
toueh-stones 
upon 
which the day to day adm inistra­ 
tion and legislative acts of govern­ 
ment must b<- tested. 
More 
than 
this, the government must, so far as 
lies w ithin its proper powers, give 
leadership to the realization of these 
ideals and to the fruition of these 
aspirations. 
No one can adequately 
reduce these things of the spirit to 
phrases or to a catalogue of defini­ 
tions. 
We do know that I be a tta in ­ 
ments of these ideals should be: the 
preservation of self-government and 
itH filii foundations in local govern­ 
ment; the perfection of justice, whe­ 
ther in economic or in social fields; 
the m aintenance of ordered liberty; 
the denial of domination 
by 
any 
group or class; and building up and 
preservation of equality 
of 
oppor­ 
tunity; the stimulation of initiative 
and individuality; absolute integrity 
iii public affairs; the choice of offi­ 
cials for fitness to office; the direc­ 
tion of economic 
progress 
toward 
prosperity and the further lessening 
of poverty; 
the freedom of public 
opinion; the sustaining of education 
it rid of the advancement of 
know­ 
ledge; the growth of religious spirit 
and the tolerance of all faiths; the 
si len g th en in g of the home; the ad­ 
vancement of peace. 
There is no short road to the reali­ 
zation of these aspirations. 
Ours is 
ii progressive people, but with a de­ 
term ination that progress must be 
based upon the foundation of experi­ 
ence. 
Ill-considered remedies for 
our faults bring only penalties after 
them. 
But if wre hold tile faith of 
the men in our mighty past who ere­ 
cted these ideals, we shall leave them 
heightened and strengthened for our 
hildren. 
Conclusion 
This is not the time and place for 
xtended discussion. 
The questions 
before our country are problems of 
progress to higher standards; they 
re not tbs problems of degenera- 
ion; they demand thought and they 
serve to quicken' the conscience and 
alist our sense of responsibility for 
heir settlement; 
And th a t respon­ 
sibility rests upon you. my country­ 
men, as much a« upon those of us 
who have been selected for office. 
Ours is a land rich in resources; 
stim ulating in its glorious beauty; 
lied with millions of happy homes; 
flensed with comfort and opportun­ 
ity. 
In no nation are the institu- 
ions of progress more advanced. In 
no nation are the fruits of accom­ 
plishm ents more secure. In no nation 
the governm ent more w orthy of 
espect. 
No country is more loved 
by its people. 
I have an abiding 
aith in their capacity, integrity and 
igh purpose. 
I have no fears fot 
he fu tu re of our country. 
It is 
right with hope. 
In the presence of my countrymen, 
mindful of the solemnity of this oe- 
asion, knowing what th** tusk means 
ml the responsibility which it in- 
olves. I beg your tolerance, your 
id and co-operation. 
I ask the help 
of Almighty God in this service to 
my country to which you have called 
me.
